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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawasaki et al., U.S. Patent 5,514,902. 

Kawasaki et al. shows the invention as claimed including providing a 
semiconductor 1; forming a MOS transistor source region 8a in said semiconductor; 
forming a mos transistor drain region 8b in said semiconductor; and implanting a 
species 7a, 7b containing carbon (see col. 2-line 61 to col. 3-line 10) beneath the 
channel region to induce a compressive stress into the channel region (see figs. 1-9 and 
their description). 

Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Huster et al., U.S. Patent 6,426,279. 

Huster et al. shows the invention as claimed including including providing a 
semiconductor 1 ; forming a MOS transistor source region 54 in said semiconductor; 
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forming a mos transistor drain region 54 in said semiconductor; and implanting a 
species containing carbon beneath the channel region to form a region 44 and to induce 
a compressive stress into the channel region (see figs. 2A-2D and col. 3-line 66 to col. 
5-line 20). 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the word beneath has been defined only as being 
underneath from the specification. However, as pointed out by applicant, the word 
beneath also can be defined as being in or to a lower position. Based upon this 
definition, the claims are properly rejected by the examiner. The examiner respectfully 
points out that applicant fails to define the word beneath to only mean underneath since 
no such special meaning has been defined by applicant in the instant specification. 

With respect to applicant's argument that Huster fails to disclose that the carbon 
atoms induce a compressive stress, the examiner respectfully contends that the carbon 
atoms replacing the silicon atoms induce the compressive stress into the silicon matrix, 
and therefore such a stress is inherent. If applicant can show that a different process is 
performed in the instant application in such a way that compressive stress will be 
induced in the instant invention and not in Huster, then applicant is invited to produce 
such evidence.
